Almost half of Wisconsin voters say the most 
important issue facing the country is the coronavi- 
rus pandemic, according to AP VoteCast, a survey 
of more than 3,400 voters in the state conducted for 
The Associated Press by NORC at the University of 
Chicago. 

Only partial and inconclusive election returns 
for Wisconsin were available at the time this story 
was written Tuesday night, but the poll of state vot- 
ers provided some perspective on what was on vot- 
ers’ minds. 

About one in four cited the economy and jobs as 
the most important issue. 

Six in 10 Wisconsin voters say the country is 
headed in the wrong direction, and more than half 
termed the economy “not so good” or “poor.” 

AP Votecast is a wide-ranging poll of 2020 voters 
conducted nationally and in battleground states 
over the course of the eight days leading up to polls 
closing Tuesday night. The Wisconsin poll has a 
margin of error of plus or minus 2.1 percentage 
points. 


Fault lines
